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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding calim 1 , Rhoads teaches 
representing the binary array as a first set of modules of a first size of nxn pixels on nodes of a first latice (Fig. 2B; an array of 6x6 size), 
representing the second binary array as a second set of modules of a second size of mxm, which is smaller than the first size on nodes 
of a second lattice (fig. 2A; an array of 3x3 size which is smaller than an array of 6x6), and combining the first and second set of 
modules (col. 4 lines 20-21; fig. 2A and fig. 2B watermarks are combined/inserted on the document); Cass discloses wherein block and 
white pixels in a module which is identical to every other pixel in the module 348 on Fig. 48 element 348 that reads on each pixel is either 
white or black and every pixel in the module is identical to every other pixel in the module. Regarding claim 5, Roberts disclose an 
splitted bar code into first and second equal part and and the second part being white (fig. 11A and col. 19 lines 6-30), and Rhoads 735 
teaches spread spectrum feature based of watermarking to further hide information (abstract and par. 0120-0125). Accordingly, 
rejections for claims 1-17 are respectfully maintained. 
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
